For  instance,  in  a grade  of  4 to  5 feet  trees,  4 
feet  trees  are  included  but  5 feet  trees  go  into  the  next  grade  higher,  and  like- 
wise when  calipered.  If  plump  5 feet  trees  are  wanted,  the  order  must  be 
from  5 to  6 feet.  »
